Siomach Hisperacidiy 
Held Largely Mythical 


BOSTON.—Acid stomach is large- 
ly a myth and calls for rearrange- 
ment of living habits rather than 
the use of alkaline preparations, ac- 
cordifg to Prof. Chester M. Jones 
of Harvard Medical school. 

“Hyperacidity,’’ he said in a lec- 
ture, “usually is only a supposed 
chemical disorder of the stomach 
and taking medicine is not the way 
to attack the fundamental cause, 
which is ‘usually one of improper 
dietary or living habits.’’ 

Jones said that gas in the stomach 
is rarely due to fermentation and 
usually is due to ‘‘swallowed air." 
Persons suffering from digestive 
troubles, he said, often do not have 
an organic disease but suffer be 
cause of the abuse of alcohol or to- 
bacco.

93,000 Killed in 
Accidents in 1939 


Auto Toll Is 18 Over 1938; 
Home Mishaps Second. 


CHICAGO. — Although accidents 
killed 93,000 persons in the United 
States in 1939 and injured 8,800,000, 
these figures represent a decrease 
of 800 in the number of fatalities, 
or a 1 per cent reduction from the 
1938 toll, the National Safety coun- 
cil reports. 


The cost of all accidents last year, 


the council estimated, was $3,300,- | 


000,000, of which approximately half 
was attributed to motor vehicle mis- 
haps. These accounted for 32,600 
deaths, 18 more than in 1938, and 
caused approximately 1,150,000 non- 
fatal injuries. 

Ranking second were accidents in 
the home. They killed 32,000 per- 
sons in 1939, 2 per cent more than 
in 1938, injured 4,700,000 and cost 
an estimated $600,000,000. Falls 
were blamed for 17,000 of the home 
deaths. 

Occupational deaths decreased 3 
per cent to 16,000 and the miscel- 
laneous accident toll decreased 6 
per cent to 15,000. 


The council said that although 
traffic deaths were virtually the 
same as in 1938, travel increased 6 
per cent last year and 4 per cent 
more vehicles were on the road. 
Consequently, it concluded that the 
death rate, based on motor vehicle 
mileage, dropped more than 5 per 
cent to an all-time low of 12.2 deaths 
per 100,000,000 miles. 


Fatal falls in homes, in public 
places and at work increased 1 per 
cent to 27,000, deaths from burns 
increased 8 per cent to 8,000, and 
drownings decreased 11 per cent to 
6,700. 


The estimated economic loss from | 


all accidents included wages lost, 
medical expenses, the overhead 
costs of insurance and property 
damage in motor vehicle accidents 
and fires.

Surplus Dried Prunes 


The U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture announced last Satur- 
day that the Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation has 
been authorized to buy additional 
quantities of surplus dried prunes 
in California, Washington and 
Oregon under a program designed 
to improve marketing conditions 
for growers and provide supplies 
of dried prunes for relief distri- 
bution. _ 


announced on September 12, 1939 
was limited to 20,000 tons of 
natural condition dried prunes. 
The amended authorization in- 
creases this limit to 30,000 tons 
from the three states. 

Purchases of this increased 
quantity of surplus prunes by the 
FSCC under the program will be 
made fro mgrowers, associations 
of growers, or their agents. Pur- 
chases are to be confined to nat- 
ural condition prunes for distri- 
bution in that form or in the form 
of processed dried prunes. The 
processing would be done by 
prune packers under contract with 
the FSCC. 


All prunes bought must be of iv 


“standard quality”. The authority 
under the pprogram to buy prunes 
expires after June 30, 1940.

Prehistoric Indian Race 


Is Found in Louisiana 
NEW ORLEANS.—Trzaces of a 
prehistoric race of Indians, the old- 
est yet found in the Mississippi val- 
ley, have been uncovered on the 
banks of Lake Pontchartrain by 
Prof. J. A. Ford, of Louisiana State 
university, and a WPA survey. 

The new culture has been named 
the Tchefuncta horizon. This cul- 
ture, Professor Ford said, antedates 
the Marksville culture which pre- 
viously was the oldest civilization 
established in the Mississippi valley 
—about 1,200 years old. 

“In ancient times, American In- 
dians living along the Gulf coast 
apparently subsisted upon shell fish 
and small mammals, birds and 
fish,’’ Professor Ford said. ‘‘Our ob- 
servations indicate that they 
camped on beaches near their prin- 


cipal food supply. Gradually the 
mussel shells and refuse from their 
camps accumulated into a big dump 
heap. From this we obtained frag- | 


ments of pottery and implements 
which they used.’ 

Professor Ford said the Tchefune- 
ta culture seemed closely related 
| to cultures found in Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Georgia, and 
apparently was distantly related to 
cultures in the northeastern United 
States.

Device Howls Warning 


If Metal Gets Near Saw 


DURHAM, N. H.—A machine that 
howls when it detects a spike or 
other metal object buried in logs 
has been invented as a result of 
the 1938 New England hurricane. 

Mill workers reported trouble 
sawing the fallen timber until the 
device was developed by the forest 
service radio laboratory at Port- 
land, Ore.
